lirand Bull at Jfadlsnn Square (Jarden-A 
Most BrllUnnt Society Event. 

Nkw Yoi'.K, Miiy 26 —Princess Eulalia, 
accompanied by her huaband aud suit6, took 
a trip up the Hudson to-day as lar as Yoak- 
ers, returning to the city at 6 o'clock this 
evening. While a saluto was being fired on 
tho caravel, Santa Maria, from un old-time 
gun, tho breech was blown out, wounding a 
Spaniah officer and sailor. 

Society honored Jnfanta Kulalia with a 
ball thia evening, which for elegance bus 
not been excelled by any similar function 
held in thia metropolis. The hall was very 
difTeront from tho monstrous allMr given in 
the amphitheatre of Madiaon Square Gir- 
den last month to the Duke of Vera(;ua und 
tho ofiioers of the visiting Heat. Tbu Cir- 
culo Colon Cervantes waa lost und tho 
affair was given under the auspices of 
the ministers oi Spain, Mexico, Peru, and 
Brazil. The Atsembly rooms and Concert 
Hall, Madison Square Garden, had been 
transformed into a dreamland of beautiful 
masses of flowers, plants and evergreens in 
honor of the occasion. A detail of blue- 
jacketa from tho Spanish man-of-war Infanta 
Isabella acted as guards at tho door, and a 
platoon of police kept twenty-aixtb street 
clear for guests. 

The ball took place in tha Assembly 
room, and on this occasion its appearance 
waa that of one vast floral bower. The 
royal apartment was made up by muking 
the three boxes ut tho south side nearest 
the stage into one, the whole being con- 
verted into a gorgfioua floral bower with 
a proi>.'Cting canopy. It waa II o'clock 
when the Infanta urrivedat Muflison Square 
Tho orchestra wan playing iu the Concert 
hall adjoining, lint othorwiae all Bound waa 
huahed in expi Cation. The Princess was 
radiantly beautiful aa alie appeared. Her 
youthful lieauty was set off by the aiiow 
white beard and hair of Senor Navarro. 
Ho walked half a dozen atops into the room 
and turned to the daia at tho left of 
the entrance. Tho Princess ateppi-il upon 
tho platferni and stood facing the cnmpuny. 
Prince Antoino took hia place at her left, 
and the Murqueaa stood at the side of the 
dais, near tho Prince. Tho Infanta smiled 
sweetly, but looked somewhat tired as the 
presentation was begun. The Prince 
made no attempt to coDceal the 
fact that he, too, was tired, 
and looked on with an air of ennui. The 
Princess bowed and smiled as each was pre- 
sented. She wore a gown of pale blue bro- 
caded silk, trimmed with old pink, and the 
low corsage waa faced with pale blue luce. 
A necklace of diamonds in her hair. 
Each lady, after bowing and shaking bands, 
retired with her partner. None of the 
ladies or gentlemen were presented to the 
Prince. After standing eight minutes, the 
Princess showed signs of weariness, and sat 
down, receiving tho ladies sitting.

DEATH OF MR. I- B, NASON, M.P.P: 

Another Pioneer of the Province Joins the 
Great Hojority— bketcli of 
ills Career. 

When it is known that I. B. Naaon, of 
Barkerville, member of tlio Provincial 
Legislature, ia dead, the regret will bu gen- 
eral und deep, while to those who have had 
more iutiinute relationts with him the news 
will bring unspeakable grief. Ife leavea a 
wife and eight young children tn mourn hia 
loaa. 

Tho cause ai Mr. Nason's death was a . 
cancer, which made its appearaace on hie 
lip less tliaii a year a^'o. A few weeks 
prior to tlio opening of the L'-gislaturo ho 
was operated ou ut the Jubilee Hospital, 
but it; was fe.ired tho growth waa so ad 
v.i.uced that; it would result fatally. 
Mr. Naaon was enahled to takr- 
his seat when tho llou-ie opened, 
but a few weeks later lie ventured 
out, still looking wan pile. During 

the elo.tiiig dny.a he cnu^t cold aud after- 
wards went back to tho hospital, and afCer 
ingering tor aonio weeks died yesterday 
about .'i p.m., at tho residrnca of his sister- 
in-law, Mrs. Watson, 133 Johnson street,, 
from which place the funeral will take place 
ut 2 o'clock to-morrow (Monday.) 

Ithiol Blake Noson was born in the State 
of .Maiue on April 24, 1839, and when a nicic 
stripling went out to California, drifting up 
to British Columbia in 1858. He first went 
to Yale, where for a year he ran the oldi 
saw-niill owned by Thaddous Harper. He 
then went to Cariboo where he shortly 
afterwards Uic une u inetuber of tlie firm ol 
Meachaiii Naaon, siiw-inill owners and 
general traders. In 1870 the tjrin 
diaaolved partnership, und Mr. Naaon car- 
ried,on tho business in his own name, own- 
ing it up to the tinio of his death. In 187.''> 
he was married to Miss Mary A. Wutaon.. 
in Victoria, and baa had eight children, 
the eldest of whom ia a daughter 10 years 
of age. 

In his time Mr. Naaon has been worth a 
good deal of money, hut he spent it freely 
assisting projects of ull kinds for the ad- 
vancement of Cariboo. At one time ho was 
interested in, it ia aaid, somewhere about 
100 claims, and until lately has been heavily 
interested in soino of the best known mines. 
Amongst tlic cluima to which ho lent as.si8t- 
unco were tho Wavcrley, tho Two Bro- 
thers, the Nason, and the Williciins Bed 
Rook. Few men iu that section of 
the country bad more at heart its interests 
or spent more time and monoy in the efTotk- 
to secure its advancement. For fSfteen 
years be waa a member of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Cariboo Hospital, and for six 
years was a school trustee. In November, 
l.S8-t, ho was firat elected to the Legislature- 
and in 1S!)1, on January, 12 wu s ro-eleoted 
at tho hy election oausod by the death 
of Mr. Joseph Mason. Of genial disposi- 
tion, liberal to a fault, he was, although re- 
tiring and ijuiot, one of the most popular 
men in tho legislature, and more particu- 
larly amongst his usaooiates will hia loss be 
keenly felt, while in Cariboo, where the 
heat part, of hia life wna spent, tho gap thus 
made will be hard 1 fill. He is the third 
member for Cariboo to have died aince the 
general elcctioii.i in ISOO, the others being 
McBsra. Joseph ,\lii^i<in, in I.S!IO, and Hon. 
John Rohaon, in 1S!I2

They 
were informed by the Bettlcrs that deer- 
shooting was illegal at thia sea 
son and the sport must atop. It 
was next discovered that tho unwelcome 
visitors were killing sheep, and a wutch be- 
ing kept they were detected in the act of 
shooting a ewe. Hugh Hamilton, on whose 
ranch the killing was done, informed Con- 
atable Robb, and a party of neighbors being 
summoned they proceeded, fully armed, to 
surround the half-breed camp. The sheep - 
siealers were out of camp at the time, but 
they came in presently and were ordered to 
throw up their hands, the muzzles of a dozen 
; :ll.;.s enforcing the order. Tlie half-breeiU 
liid nothing to do but to suliinit, and tlicir 
lingers were soon pointing skywards, 
'llie trio were luuKlcuilud and the 
|i:uly proceeded to nmko a search of 
thi.'cinip. This result ed in the discovery of a 
lot of silted mutton which h.ul h'^eii (|uile 
ri.-cently killed. Tho halfbreeils were evi- 
dently going to lay in a considerable snjifily 
as they had brought bArrela along to pack 
it in. Tho ouLlawa were kept in cuslmly 
for several hours, und then Constable Robb, 
in reaponsu to their earnest pleadings, 
very unwisely removed tho hand- 
ouffa to allow them greater free- 
dom of action. No sooner was thia 
done than the men made for the beach, 
jumped into their boat, and were soon lost 
in the darkness.

'Frujposals of the Owners — First 
Class VushpIs to be Em- 
ployed. 



Anticipated ExtPiisiou of Triide liela- 
tious— Its Proportious Diilicult 
to Eytimate. 

The following liilter, tuken from tlic 
Tolegmpli, of UrUbane, containa the pro- 
posala of the projectors of the new Bteiini- 
ship line between Australia and Britisli 
Columbia. It is un important letter, and 
coataiiiM information respecting the Domin- 
ion cf Ciiiiiiila whiuh is, no doubt, new to 
many Uunudiana. The project ia one in 
which the people of every part of the Do- 
minioa should talte an interest. If it ia 
saoccBsful, it will create a trade wliich 
cannot fail to bentfit Caniula from Vancou- 
ver Island to Nova Scotia. Mr. Huddurt'a 
letter will well repay a careful peruad. 

Sydney, April 8, 1893. 
The Honorable Sir Tbomus M.'Ilwruith, 
•{'letnier, Brisb&De : 

^ir, — At the ree«nt Intercolonia] Postal 
Conference held in Brisbane, at which the 
SQ<ren culuuies of Australia were repre- 
sented, a rtsolution affirming the desira- 
bility of cattibliahiDg a Postal service with 
(rreat Britain via. Uunada, was, on the mo- 
tion of the Hon. J. G. Ward, postmaatcr- 
general of New ' Zealand, and with the 
warmly exprebsed support of the I'ostinus- 
tera-OeucraU of Queensland, IS'ew South 
Wales and Violuriu, unanimouly agreed to, 
I hin-e thi3 honor lo inform you tlua the op- 
portiuji ly ti) L'si iihh.ih siicli a BLrvice iiiuv 
L-xibta, and Ii> icbiitorfully at-U yuu lo cmi. 
aidi^r i\ diliiiitc pKuiosal which, if iicci}pt(nl, 
I am prepaied to lr»nblalc into uctu,U [not 
ininiciliatcly. Iii .Junuary laat I forwarded 
to Sir John Thomson, I'reiuier of tlio Do- 
miniou of (Janada, a letter in which 1 of- 
fered to place a service of swift steam- 
ers for postal and couinierciiil pur- 
poeea between Sydney and Van- 
couver, via. Honolulu. It eeeiued to 
mo that it would ho useless to appro leh the 
GoverniJientB of Australasia until Iho co- 
operution of Canada was assured. I very 
much r<;^ret that any negotiations with the 
Dominion CJovernment had not at that time 
been carried so far as to enable mo to sub- 
mit a practio.ible schenio to the Brisbane 
contercuce. Canada's clear promises of as- 
sistance reached nie just too late to be util- 
ized in that way. In reply to the eom- 
munieatioa already alluded to. Sir John 
Thompson cabled that hie Grovernmcut had 
statutory authority for a aubaidy of £25,- 
fitiO for a fortnightly aervioe with Australia, 
or % proportionate sum for a monthly ser- 
vice. Further negotiations folloired, and 
now I am in receipt of a message from the 
Hon. Mackenzie Uowell, acting premier (in 
the absence ot Sir John Thompson, who is 
viaitinE! Europe), to the effect that the 
Dominion Govej-nment guarantee a lilce 
amount with Auatralia, up to £20,0(10, for a 
monthly service. That offer defines the 
position so far as Canada ia oonccrnud, and 
Uanada may yet increaae the offer. 

The proposal I have to make is that of a 
four-weekly J l-knot service between Sydney 
and VancDUvcr, via Honolulu, for a yearly 
subsidy of iaU.HOO. One half of this 
amount iii;iy l)u taken as already guaranteed 
by Canada. 1 liope to receive some assist- 
aiice from the liricish tJoverunieiit, and am 
prepared Lo promptly initiate the service, if 
the AustraltiMi ( J 'ivcrnmenta will guarantee 
the sum of ,C'20,()LII) aimually for live years. 
Never bcfori! in the hisloiy of our overaia 
postal services, luLS Auatialia had the oppor- 
tunity of ealablishing a now and s« if c ser- 
vice, wit.h the collatera.1 advantau'es of open- 
ing up udilitional markets for colonial pro- 
duce, tor n maximum responsibility of .C'JO,- 
000, which amount wouhl be at once mate- 
rially le.-soncd by the iiostages. Recently 
New South Wales and New Zjaland made 
themselves reapocsiblc for a subsidy of £:(7,- 
OUO, to assure ^e continuance of the San 
Frunoiseo service ; and although this sum 
has since been consideraljiy reduced, it 
should bo borne in mind that in the earlier 
history of that service it was largely ex- 
ceeded ° 

I am prepared to initiate the propoaod 
service with the sister ships Miowera and 
Warrimoo, which are now engaged in the 
fcrade between Auatraliit and New Zealand. 
Each ship is 357 feet long by 42 feet '.i 
inches beatn, with a moulded depth of 2.S 
fopt, giving a registered tonnage of about 
.°I,4U0, or about 5,000 tons cubic capacity. 
1'iie indicated horae-power of each trial was 
4,500, Both were built last year by Messrs. 
y>vati Sc Hunter, Xewcastle-on-Tyoe, and 
t'ogiticd hy the WalLiend Slipway Company, 
uml boti), as iiiii;ht be expected frotn the 
work of iho^c eminent (irm.s, have given 
every satisfaclioii. Go their trial trips 
they attained a speed of 17 itnots, atid they 
have been noti.d and plans taken hy the 
Admiralty for subvention in oiiso of war. 
A 14 knot speed would, allowing for a 
short detention al^ Honolulu, convey mails 
from Sydney tn \ aiicouver in days. A 
].5-knot aiieeil is practicable hy these 
steamships, but it would be much more 
expensive. A service of '-'I days to Van- 
couver ia shorter by several days than 
the Lixisiinft service to San Francisco. The 
iMiowera and Warrimoo arc fitted with the 
latest triple exp.insion niachinery, refriger- 
atora for ship's use, duplicate electric light- 
ing, special ventilation for tropical' voyag- 
ine, and with the other conifoits for passen- 
gers which are to he found in Atlantic lin- 
ers. In thu trade in wliich they are now 
engaged tlioy have already won for them- 
selves a very high reputation. I think I 
am justified in describing them as tho finest 
veasels in the Austraiasitm mercantile navy. 

I'resuniing lliat New Ziialand will continue 
the present service to San Fraiieieco, the 
service to Vancouver would give a fortnight- 
ly post In Nort h America. Auatrr.lian let- 
ters vin Vancouver would he delivered in 
the Uniteii Slates more ijuickly llian they 
now are via Sail Kranoiaco. Triiins are dis- 
patched from Vancouver daily for California 
as well an for the 1'", Lstern ueaboard of the 
continent. For l';uroi>ean mail purposes 
the new route is a very promiaing one. 
With the assistance of the ('anadian I'acilic 
railwuj', tho lineat long-distance railway 
in the worlil, and of the ships now running 
from Canadian or United States ports, nniils 
could easily be lauded in Kngland in the 
time now averaged by the ]'. aid 0. ami 
Orient ni'Lila form .Sydney to I/mdon — 
namely, ,'{4 days. This period leaves i:! 
days between Vancouver and Kngland. 
But tho Canadian people are now agitating 
for a swifter Atlantic service, and it is 
confidently anticipated that in tho ver^ 
near future— within 18 months— the niatl 
time will be reduced between England and 
Vancouver to ten days. It would then bo a 
mere qtifstion of money, that is to say, of 
the oniiKumptinn of coal necessary to a 
15 or IG knot service between Sydney and 
Vancouver, to land Australian mails hy this 
route in Ennlaud in .'tO days. What this 
means is that it is within the power of tho 
colonies to establish an alternatiyo postal 
service which both now and in tho faturc 



will be tho equal in swiftness, and more 
tlian the eeiual in safe'y, of the service 
via tho Su< z Canal. Tlio value of sucti 
an alternative service to the Uovernments 
and peoples concerned lica in the fact that it 
is unexposed to tho ri-k which would 
threaten the Su( z canal in tlie event of a 
European or Asiatic war. In such an event 
it would be easy to develop a four-weekly 
Canadian service into a weekly one. All 
the facilities and arrangements between 
Vanouvir and England would be in readi- 
ness, the employment of nioreabips between 
Sydney anil Vancouver being all that would 
have to he done. A postal route which, 
when it left the Atlantic or Pacific oceans, 
traverses none but liritiali territory, has an 
obvious value over one not otherwise 
superior, aod perpetually menaced by the in- 
ternational feuds of Europe and Asia. And 
in this connection it may be briilly noted 
that tho Canadian Pacifio railway, with 
swift steamtliip services in tho Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans, would offer invaluable means 
of trausp irtiug troops or war material, on 
occusiouH of national eiherfjenoy, from thu 
Mother Country to Australia. 

To passengers the Canadian route should 
prove specially attractive. It mininiiz^a 
liotb the length of the ocean voyaging and 
the terrors of the tropics. In nbuut the 
same time that a person embarking at Syd- 
ney on one of the mail steamers on the oanal 
route reaches Colombo, a pers'm embarking 
at the same port would reach Vancouver. 1 
believe I am entitled to say that the concen- 
sus of opinion among those who have per- 
sonal experience of both routes is that tlio 
journey via America is much the plea>anter 
and more instructive. The glimpse of trop- 
ical life at Honolulu is not interior to that 
of Colombo, and must travellers would be 
glad to leave any ship at tlic end of three 
weeks, though bet ween Sydney and Vaiicimv- 
cr smootli water and a pleasant breeze cun 
generally be depended upon. The short nm 
ilirougli thetropija has no li; d Se.u (juivaleiit ; 
deatlis from heat apuplexy are virtUiilly uu- 
kiiown i:i tlie I'acilic. l.''roni Vancouver the 
Australian traveller may either proceial 
direct to the Atlaotic liner, or lialt in Can- 
ada, or turn aside into the Uiiiteii Slates, 
He will find the scenery on the Canadian 
Pacific line incnini).irably njagniiiceni , and 
when it pleases lum to enter tho United 
States, the Canadian Pacific company will 
assist him in every reasonable way. The 
special agent of this great corporation ia 
now in Australia — I refer to Mr. I). K. 
Brown— with a view to making known the 
facilities and advantages which are ollered 
to travellers. Of tho educational value to 
colonists of looking upoa what has been done 
in Canada and in the Unittd States, to 
settle waste lands, develop mineral and 
other natural resoarcea, ond build up civil- 
ization in new communities — all made clear 
to the onlooker through tho medium of s. 
common language — I need not speak. 

But it ia aa much more than a new poatal 
and paaaenger route that the Canadian aer- 
vice ahould commend itself. It would us- 
aist in the extension and consolidation of 
Australia's commercial relations with the 
United States by providing increased fre- 
quenoy and rapidity of communication, and 
it would, in all reasonable probability, open 
up new markets for our produce, and create 
many and impnrtant additional trade rela- 
tions. It would tend towards, and aim at 
bringing Australia and Canada together on 
the I'aais of murually profitable business. 
Two Englisli-spe I king peoples occupying 
countries very din"creiitly dowered and con- 
ditioned by nature, but within three weeks' 
distance of each other, would, by 
the very act of establishing tins 
service, be invited to set u[) 
ommerciid intercourse. At the P.ria- 
bane conference, in the short discussion 
which accompanied the passing of .Mr. 
War I'a resoluMon, the abpecl of the subject 
was not overlooked. According to the 
Statistical ^'carbook of C loada, an ollici xl 
piililicatiou, in the year ISIIl, the Doiniiiiou 
trade with Australasia only totalled CKl.!,- 
OIXJ— namely, imports £44, COO, and exports 
£118,000. Perhaps this is somewhat niis- 
leadiog — it is not unlikely that our trade 
with the United States covers transactions 
with Canada. lie this as it may, however, 
our tr^do with Canada is still undevulopi 
We shall not know what are its 
dimensions till we try to develop it, 

1 would respectfully submit that, as Can- 
ada is an importer and consumer of vast 
quantities of commodities of which we are 
largo producers, we are now neglecting 
what may prove to be consiilcraiile and 
lucrative markets. Take siiL'ar : Canada 
annually spends about £1,1)00,001) in the 
purchase of sugar, besides about £'2()0, 111)0 
on molasses. Much (jf this in crude, and in 
that form ia free of duty. A refinery iit 
Vancouver ia capable of turning out .'(."iO 
barrels daily, and gets its material chii lly 
from tlie Spanish ponseaaiona in the I'acilic. 
Already (,)uecnsl:ind lias to meet the com- 
pstitiou ol all the world in London. Could 
it not meet the litni'ed cotn[jetition of the 
Pacific at Vancouver '.' Wool is anotlior 
Canadian import. In 1S91 about .tlliSO.OOO 
was spent in the purchase of this commod- 
ity. I have Mr, Brown's authority for s ly- 
ing that till! Canadian I'acilic Pvailway Co. 
ia prepared to quote a rale for wool 
wduch would permit it to bo carried from 
Vancouver to tho factories in I'iistern Can- 
ada. If this be so, then, in the event of the 
UnitedStatea duties on wool being abolished, 
it might be carried on tho Canadian line to 
tho Eastern Stales. Of unmanufactured to- 
bacco Canada is a buyer to the extent of 
over £300,000 annually, Tobacco is easily 
grown in many parts of Auatralia, but the 
home market is glutted with it, and hither- 
to no export trade has been developed. Of 
hides and skins Canada purchases largely, 
the figures reaching £400,000 in ISni. In 
tho satiie year Cnuida liought .£80.000 
worth of noii-a|iarkling wines, and aliout 
half that quantity of sjiarkliiig wines. Over 
£50,000 is spent annually on tin in blocks, 
pigs, and bars. The annual bill for import- 
ed provisions, incluilinirmo.il and dairy ))ro- | 
duets, is about £l'50,00(). The long 
and severe Canadian winter, coupled 
with the reversal of the at 
sons, should make a market for our 
perishable produce, for tho carriiige of 
which, should thu prospects of irade invito 
it, I am prepared to add cold oh imhers to 
the ahips. For fruits and nuts the Cana- 
eliaii market amounts to about ,£.'>00,0()l) an- 
nually. W'e could supply aubtriqiical fruits, 
and probably comjiele sucjcssfully with 
Cakliforuia, which would be handicapped by 
the high prices consequent upon an enor- 
mous and protected homo market ; and, in 
any event, w e should have the advantage of 
the reversal of the seasons. Reverting for 
a moment to meat, il is not unlikely that a 
moderate market for Australian frozen mut- 
ton miglit bo opened up, espeoiallyin West- 
ern Canada, wdiere mutton retails at about 
double the prices of this country. It is a 
curious fact that wdiilo there are about 
4,000,000 cattle in Canada, there are leas 
than half that uuinber of sheep. " It may 
be doubted," says the Imperial Institute 
Year Book, 1892, " whether shoop-breediug 
on a large soale will ever succeed in Canada. 
In the severe winters, at all events, they 
will have to be housed and fed ; and this 
fact alone handioaps Canada in competi- 
tion with countries possessing a milder 
climate." 

Hero, then, in tho Canadian imports of 
sugar, wool, tobacco, hides, wines, tin, 
molasses, provisions, and fruit, there seems 



tube a tempting opening for Australian en 
terprise. On the other hand, Canada can 
send us lunilier, fish, agricultural machinery, 
and many of the gonrls we now get almost 
exclusively from the United States. With 
cold storage in the ships we could import at 
very cheap rates fresh salmon from British 
Columbia, where tho supply now far ex- 
ceeds the demand. 

It io a significant circumottincn that Can' 
ada ia convinced tliat alio can trade profit 
ably with us, and cordially invites us to try 
the experiment. Wo should be dealing not 
only with an energetic, industrious, thrifty, 
and shrewd British population, numbering 
over 5,000,000, but with a population 
already friendly and commercially disposed. 
Possibly in the future a reoiprooal tariff 
might be arranged between the two coun- 
tries. 

I am not unaware, of course, that tho 
Australian Governments arc harrassed by 
tho imperative necessity for general retrench- 
ment in public expenditure, but 1 venture 
respectfully to urge that one source of re- 
lief from the prevailing deprtsaion will bo 
found in the discovery and development of 
now and promising markets for agricultural 
and pastoral produce. Tho subsidy now 
asked from Auatralia for a service of rapid 
steamers to run between Sydney and Van- 
couver, namely, £20,000, which would bo 
reduced by tho amount ul postages, is not 
large in comparison with the postal, com- 
mercial and other benefits which would 
thereby be Bi cured. I have the honor to 
add that, should this offer bo accepted, it 
would give me pleasure to extend every 
conrteav and facility to officers of the Gov- 
ernmenla concerned, who might bo 
entrusted with the responsibility of 
reporting on Canadian markets, and to aid 
ciiterpriao to any leaaonuljle extent by con- 
veying e\'[ieri[nental shipments, at special 
rates. I may also mention that the total 
proposed aubaiiiy, .L'oO.OOO from all sources, 
will not ne.irly cover the total expenditure 
w hich the service will involve. I shall have 
to shoulder a considerable financial risk. 

Ill conclusion, I respectfully ask that you 
and your colleagues will give thia iiuealion 
}'nui' early consideration. I am anxious, in 
the event of the proposal being viewed with 
favor, 10 take advantage of the publicity 
which it would gain if it could be got into 
actual iqieration during the currency of the 
Chicago I'Jxhibitiou.

It is our melancholy duty to chronicle the 
death of Mr. Ithiel Blake Nasoo, M.P.F. 
for the district of Cariboo, who died yester- 
day, in this city, of cancer. He had been 
long a sufferer from that dreadful disease, 
and, conscqutntly, hia death waa not unex- 
uecttd. Though Mr. Naaoii waa not by any 
means an old man, be was one of British 
Columbia's pioneers. He settled in the 
Province in 1858, and bis energies were 
direoted to the development of its resources. 
He waa at different times eogsged in various 
enterprises. He was induatrioua and ps-r- 
'Severing, and deserved to aucoced. He 
represented the diatrict of Cariboo in t,he 
i'mviiicUl LeuiaUiure for Bome j ears, and 
•-..as diligentj and intelligent in pro- 
'moling the welfare of bis constituents. 
He was modest and unpretentious in bis 
ijoueral demeanor, but; he was never back 
v/ard in advancing the claima of his district. 
Hia extensive Icnovvltdge of iijining and of 
the conilition of the i-ettli ra in distant pirta 
of the Province made him a viry Uheful 
membor of tho Lpgtalative Assembly, and 
he could always be depended upon to do hia 
liest for the aettlers, in any aeeiiou of the 
country. Hy the death (f Mr Naaon the 
!'((yvi:,ce li 13 IdBt a uaeful citizen and the 
Di.jtiiut (if (.'iribo'ia f lithful representative. 

SETTLED AT LAST. 

It is to be hoped that the dispute about 
the sewer contract has come to an end at 
liat. Tho course pursued by tho Council in 
thia matter has not been, to fliiy the least, 
liusineas-like. Objection after objection was 
raised to tuUinf; over the sowers. A minor- 
ity of tho Council seemed to have no con- 
fidence in the Sewer Commiasioners or the 
Sanitary Engineer, or, for that matter, in 
iiiyone who gave them reliable information 
OL- good advice. Though thty knew as much 
.ili.iut sewer conatrucion aa they do about 
Wiitehniiiking, llicy insisted upon their ov/u 
crude notions when they were opposed to 
' the decisions both of the Commissioners and 
the Engineers. They were most reluctant 
to believe that the system would work, even 
after what is known by profcaaionul men to 
bo the proper tests, had li('<!ii 
Rucoea-sfully applied. To tlie very 
liht aomo of them inaiated upon it 
Hi a the View street sewer had been impro- 
purly conatruoted, and that a change in ita 
level should be made. We are not aure tliat 
thoy are not of the aanie opinion atill. The 
nunpi.;ion iind ir!Croduli(y of the CouncillDr.s 
■.V' ro mont nnri^aJoiiMhle. It lio happens 
that the ellioieucy of the sowers cun be 
aimply and satisfactorily tested. U'lien it 
is fhown that water can run through the 
View street sewer, and does run through it, 
the theory of tho worthy uhlermon that it 
oannol run through it, and ouglit not to run 
through it, is not, in tho face of hucli demon- 
strition, worthy of a moment's attention, 
If t,lie Aldermen who objected to takini; qver 
the aewors until the View street sewer was 
altered to their satiBfaotion, bad remembered 
that simple and honaely maxim, " the proof 
of the puildlng is in tho eating of it," tliey 
would not have kept, up tlieir oppoaitiou 
after Uic Conuniasionors wore ealislied of 
the sewer's cllicienoy. It is a good 
thing in niuttora of business to bo pru- 
denti and, to a certain extent soeptioal, 
but it is stupid to be immoderately 
suspicloua dud to doubt the word of men 
known to be honest and capable, even after 
thoy have adiiu.:ed anllieient eviucnou to 
prove the truth of what they slate. This^ 
appears to have been tho attitude of some 
/ol the Gpancillors from the beginning to the 
t«nd of^ihia seWjBr buainrafl. 
',If the Vtoi^d they took affected only them- 



selves, no one would have any reaai^n to 
complain ; but it Ilia been the euueo of 
unuecea^ary delay in tho trauauotion of 
public buaineea of importance, and it hup, 
we believe, had the effect of undermining 
the conSdenco of many of the oltiz^ns in 
the efficiency of the sewor system. People 
naturally concluded ihat since these A'd t- 
men were not Gaticficd, there must bo snme- 
thing wrong somowhero, that the soweis 
are not what they ought to be, and that 
tlu-y are not fit to do the work for which 
they are constructed. It seems bard for 
them to believe that those gentlemen would 
abut their eyes to the plainest 
proof, and that thoy would continue 
to object, when objection was con- 
trary tu reason. It is to be lioped, now 
that the matter is settled and the contract 
has been taken off Mr. Mo Bean's hands, that 
the opposition of tho Councillors, thoirflh no 
doubt well meant, will be diaregarded, and 
that tho ratepayera will place conddence in 
t he (ieeiaion of llio Conimiaaiouer.s, who are 
known to be men of integrity uud intelli- 
gence. That decision, in effect, is that the 
sewera — the View street on? among the 
others — have been constructed ac.'ording to 
contruet, and that they may bo depended 
upon to drain the area through which they 
are conatructcd, aa t fi'iCtively as such a sy-s- 
tem of sewera can drain it. For our part, 
we believe that before very long the opinion 
will be general that the Victoria sewer sys- 
tem is a credit to ail who had a part in its 
construction — contractor, engineer and com- 
missioners. 



A GffAKOS! OF ATTITUDE. 

'J'he Ijib?ral Party in (Jrcat P.ritain has 
evidently changed ita uiiiid with regard to 
the occupation of Egypt. A few unrecon- 
ciled and irreconcilable Radicals would like 
to BOO the lUitish abiudoii Kgypt and leave 
tho intero'ts, in tliat country and out of it, 
whose aatety depends upon tho eontinuanco 
of the aupren acy of Uritiali ii lliience, with- 
out protto'ion. Hut tho rank and file of 
the Liberal Party see that British honor, no 
less than the welfare of Egypt, rujuircs that 
Great Uritain shoul^ have for some time 
longer the direction of Egyptian ulfdrs. 
How much the firm stond taken by Lord 
Roseliery has had to do with this determi- 
ii'Uiou will perhaps never bo known, but tho 
general belief is that he has, in this matter, 
been one against a host, and that the Lib- 
erals have found that the only safe policy 
from a party point, of view, as well as a na- 
tional on?, ia to continue the occupation. 

The reativeneas of the young Kehive 
baa opened tho eyes of many Lib- 
rals to the necessity of retaining 
the nation's hold on Egypt. Mr. (ilad- 
stone said as much as this a few days 
ago, in his speech on Sic , Charles Dilke's 
motion. Speaking of theVnieasurea taken 
by the Khedive, he said " For a period, 
those occurrences of January make it tlie 
first duly— I go so far aa to s iy tho exclu- 
sive duty — of the British Government to 
consider the means to be adopted for pre- 
serving, not merely from infraction, I'ut 
from menace the security of the position of 
Egypt." 

Since the Khedive was made to see the 
position in which he stands S') clearly, very 
littlo has been lieard of I'\-encli iiill'.ici.ee in 
Cairo. If Lord Boseliery liad taken a 
tomporiz.'ng courfe and if he had not act(d 
with such promptitudp,it is more than likely 
that there would have been trouble in 
Egypt. But the French intriguers see that 
ia this matter Great Britain is in earnest 
and that t-ho will not leave l*','ypt until the 
peace and good government of the country 
arc uaaured. French Btateanieu see the ne- 
cessity of foreign intervention in E^ypt, and 
tluy know that if the British were so fool- 
ish as to leave the country, it would not be 
long before i'rance wo'ild sec that (ho iuter- 
ests of civiliz itiun reiniiri-d her to aid in the 
rtguUticin of .Egyptian ailiira. The in- 
dications have for s jme time been that the 
British are in Egypt to stay. 



FREE SEATS IX UIIURUinCS. 

Tho question of free pews ia discusBod in 
a late number of tin: .Montreal Witness. It 
is of opinion that " Ihu seats in the house 
of God ought to be free. No mortal man 
ahould claim a monopoly of any part of tho 
space which is provided as a house of prayer 
f'ir all peoiile." As cluirchea in America 
are built by tlie voluntary contributions of 
the [iienibei.s (jf the coimregations v.lio wor- 
ship in them, very many of llio contributors 
naturally think that the building and all it 
contains is, in the strictest sense, tho pro- 
perty of the congregation, and they feel 
aggrieved when it is proposed thai stran- 
gera, who never subscribed a cent towaiila 
tlie building fund and who eontributj 
nothing toward the mainlenanoo of the 
church, shall have as good a right to the 
accommodation it affords as tho men and 
women who made sacrifices to have the 
cliuich built, and who give all they can 
aiford to support it properly. 

Tho feeling that they have property 
rights in tho building ia natural, and they 
alioiild not bo asked to give up those rights, 
uulesa it can be sliown that having 
them or exercising them is detrimental 
to tho cause of religion. Exhortations that 
aro merely aentiniciital have not miii:h 
weight with these practical people. It iiiuHt 
bo pro^■ed to them that it is their duty to 
give up the piiw system, and that its aban- 
donment will bo followed by beneficial 
elTtcta, before they will consent to the change 
proposed. This may be mora difficult than 
a good many imagino. People who have 
families, like to sit with them in church. It 
is pleasunt for them in many ways, and it is, 
they arc aatialied, beneficial to tho young 
people. Worship, with tho family in the 
pew, is^preolous to them by many associa- 
tions and remembrances, and they aro most 
reluctant to give it np. They would not 
like'to see the family soattorod over tlio 
church and gtrangors oooupyiug tho places 



of its members. It ni iy bo said that the 
dispersion of families need not bo a conse- 
quence of tho free seat system. If it is not 
— if families have certain seats set apart for 
them which it is understood that straogei a 
must not take — then the seats are not really 
free. The system, where that is the case, 
is to a great extent a sham, and for that 
roMson • a good deal woreo than 
tho old way of allowing persons to have 
a certain kind of property in part 
of the space of the house of prayer. The 
seats must be either free or not free. If 
thiy are really fico, tho families must take 
their chances and put up with the separation 
and inconveuioucea us beat they may. 

Then, us the Witness points out, under 
the frte system it is impossible for tho in- 
dividual to furnish any part of the oharoh. 
The upholstering in these days is general. 
But there are books, and cushions, and 
fnotatoula, etc., which people have in their 
peiva that inuku them peculiarly their onn. 
Under the free seat system the church cor- 
poration must supply these convenienues, cr 
the pews, if there are pews, must be bare. 

Then comes the question, are pews neces- 
sary ? Why should a church ba boxed off 
into sections'; Why not have chairs or 
moveable seats of soino kind? Pews are, 
fnun an aeatliei ie pi.ini of view, abominable. 
They spoil tho architectural lU'ect in a 
building that bos any architectural pre- 
tensions. 

The great objection to the pew system to 
many, is that it prevents strangers and the 
poor from attending church. In too many 
churches the person who is not a 
regular worshipper, feels himself not 
only a stranger, but an intruder. He sees 
all the pews occupied by persons who are 
presumably their owners. He cannot walk 
into one of llieiii aa u matter of course, and 
if he is sliown into a pew by a polite uslier, 
too frequiutly room ia made for him with 
evident rcluctunco, Instances are given in 
tho Witness's article, in which the owner- 
ship of pews is asserted by persons in a way 
not at all pleasant to the stranger. 

Tho visitor to a modern city church .\^ill 
bo struck with tho absence in tho oongrbga- 
tion of all indications of indigence. No 
one appears tu be poor, and everyone has an 
cniineutly respectable appearance. Ho will 
bo apt to conclude that tho very poor do not 
attend these churches. Shabbiness in such 
a very respectable assemblage would feel 
dreadfully out of place. Would it be dif 
ferent if there were no pews, if the churches 
were as free to all aorta and oond-itiona of 
men aa the streets ? 

The free seat question ia an intereating 
one, and it ia encouraging to see that it is not 
taken up by a party or a coierie in any sin 
glo church, but is discussed with a practical 
end in view by Christians of all denomica' 
tions.

Tho doctor gave him aonie 
medicine and sent him to hia cell to rest 
for tho day. This ce 1 was on tho ground 
tier of the east corridor, and three cells 
beyond was the first of three dark cells 
where prisoners were locked up for slight 
infractiims of the s'anding rules. The 
door of Williama' cell was not locked on 
him, as escape from die c^rri hir was con- 
considered impossible. I'lieie waa an ex- 
cursion of some soi t m town that day, 
and in the afreruoon visitors wore num- 
erous. A party of 15 were going the 
rounds when 1 s arted ou', with as many 
uior.'. A'll wei e eiit ire St r iimeis to nie, 
aud i did not pan ien'arlj' olnerve any 
one in lividual. When we came to the 
ilark C(dls, theiewas gr. at cu.iosity to 
see how dark they really wore, iind I waa 
detained there 1" minutes while one after 
another sto|ipcd in and had the door 
shut on ihem. We tlien made the tisiial 
rmniil. and t'e visilois passed out. 
Three hours later 1 was iiitihtned that 
Williams con!, I not be foe.ud. It took 
me some luue to figure ii out, but 1 g. t 
at llio facts at last. No one had bet n 
allowed to carry any bundles or iiarcela 
beyond the warden's office. One of the 
Women must havu put on extra clothing 
I'lid had a hat concealed under hec dress 
or cloak. While I was bii.'-y at tho dark 
cells she was 111 Ipiiig Willi.ama to dress, 
and he liad acciini[>atiied us on onr 
rounda and passiilout with the crowil. 
1 siieilt §1)00 in seeking his recajititre, 
but never got trace of htm. Tho woman 
who assisted h'm must have had it 
planned before hand so that he should 
leave his work and be in his cell. After 
that occurrence the number of visitors in 
a party wa.s Counted as they went in and 
caiiio <mt. 

For nerve, dash and cooliu'ss the es- 
cape uf a convict named lleniy .Sav.e^e 
was never excelled in any ]niaon. He 
ivus a umn uf 50, with the look of an 
honest old fanier, and waa servin,' a long 
sentence fur robbing a village store. ( )n 
account, of his a;^u and hunilile demeanor 
he was one of the four convicts employed 
to keep the wi st corridor in a state of 
cleiiilinisa Tliere were two tiers of 
cells, a hundred in each, and his cell was 
about the centre and on the north side. 
His wife had sent him a clock, a mirror, 
t vvo or tliree pictiiriNS and other articles of 
adornnient, and the old man tdsv.aya ke[it 
evorythiiiL; in a[iple ]iie order. In [lassi;' - 
down the corrirlor with a jiarty of visitors 
wo uio I to always atop and point out this 
cell, !Uid nearly everybody wanted to 
I'liter ib and look tironnd. One afternoon 
I had a ]i irty of eight people -live men 
and tliree women.

one day ascertained. Ib did not run 
I lengthwise ut the wing or corridor, but 
across it. In tho yard it emptied intr; 
the main prison sewer, and that sower 
' was connected iih the city system. 'I'lie 
occupant of cell No. nO w.as a man named 
Jaiiiea Dailey, and when I came to the 
■ prison ho was -10 years old and had served 
1(1 jcars on a life sen once for murder. 
Ilia prikon record was good. Ho was in 
t le blacksmi. li shop by choice, that bo- 
, ihu' his ti ale. How Dai e\ evei (1 s overed 
that the rcwer l.io liem a li hia cell was a 
pnz/.le. I'ei baps he did nob know it and 
bewail hia woi k as .an c.\ pel i iiieiit. The 
llagstonea forming the cell II lors were of 
uneven lonyths und widths and laid in 
cement. Dai'ey secured a piece of iron in 
I tho shop and u-ed it to dig out ul the 
I cement in the cracks around a stone o 
f I ot long by 2 wiilo in the centre of his 
coll and right iii front of the door Tlio 
cement be carried out in his )iockets and 
f atound the blacksuiilh slio]). 
Two guards were on duty in hia corr dor 
all night and were 8n|iposed to patnd all 
tho tniio. The idea was to make a full 
round every 15 minutes. No doubt tho 
guards cimtented themselves with doing 
the round once in half an hour or longer 
and then did not take the truublo to look 
into the cells. 

Il took Dailey I t months to simply 
i.dean the crevices of cement. Tho ma- 
t rial ho took out was replaced with 
crumbs uf bread. Tho cement was al- 
nicet as hard as the stone and he had to 
work CO cautiously nnd was interrupted 
so often 'hat it .-eemed a never ending 
job. Ti.o bottom of the stone was em- 
bedded in cement and must bo pried 
loose. To do this ho had to get a short 
but heavy bar uf iron with a sharpened 
end. This bar had to bo cut, sharpened 
and secreted on his person under the 
eyes of the guard and of half a dozen (jf 
his fellow convicts, but he inanaged it. 
It was a prison rule that every cell 
should be ihorongli y searched evi ry 
other Sunday morning. Had this been 
carried out the bar would have been dis- 
Covered in Dailey 'a cell. It was under 
hia blanket for months without any of 
us being th.) wiser fur it. AVith such a 
shott lever he had been oblioed to loosen 
the sloiif from its bed of cenu nb mure by 
jirriiig tl'nn by |irying. It was nn iitha 
bi-foie he could lift it out, and then he 
foimil a betl of c merit li feet thicl;. On 
each side uf him was a prisoner w ho 
would have given him away. J^.dloy 
therefore had to look out for these men 
as wi 11 as the u'uards. Some nights he 
woi ke I two hours, and ai'iiin he couldn't 
touch the work at all. lie eonid get riil

n ght a guard just missed catching Dailey 
at his Hork, and the convict was so 
frmlitened that ho did not do iuinbher 
stroke iif work for two months. Dnrintr 
the lir^t fortnight the giiaid cri!pt softly 
to hii door thiee or four times a iiiglib 
and had hi been workinu' discovery 
Would have been assured. 

It was two years and a hdf from the 
tiiiio DaiDy began at the stone before he 
bndui into tho sewer and was ready to 
see where it led to. If anything more 
went tieeilerl to prove his pallenci: as well 
as [lersevera' Ce, it was fiiini^heii in hia 
watting t«o weeks Uiv a heavy rain to 
come and clean out the sewers. What he 
had struck was a lateral or branch lead- 
ing from the kitchen, but heVealized that 
the niain sower might bo in such an ollen- 
sive s'ate as to cau^e his de.atb. Ue was 
ready the 1 th of .Vumist, but he u.aited 
until the nth of .September. Then it rain- 
ed heavily all day and Unshed the sewers, 
and at. lli o'cloi k at night he raisi'd the 
stone, (liii]iped itito the sower and then 
let the Hag fall back ill place. Tho sower 
was so siii.dl that he had to go into it with- 
out even a shirt. Lyint; at full length he 
dfini- hiiicself ;ilong inch by inch to the 
niain sower. Hero th- ro was room bo 
creep on hands and knees. It ran .a dis- 
tance of 2o0 feet before atrikoig the 
atiee', anil at its mouth he discovered 
jmt what he 11 d oMpected to, a heavy 
iron gral ing, but it did not sto|i him mo: e 
than half an hour. When he passed out, 
he was 111 a city sewer in which he could 
stand upright,. The liisb idea of liie ,i\ er- 
ago man would have bemt bo o^'b above 
ground as sooi; as possible. Not. so with 
Dailev. He knew that a keen and vigor- 
oiH hunt would be made for him. He 
as under a city of l.')0,000 inhah tanls. 
e passed up the big sewer until he t'.uiml 
later;d into which he cmi'd e.e.ily ci.iwl, 
niilil lie delioiu'hed 
. He traveled in this 
les and until dayli^^lu 
cime, ami llico he lay by for ,a rest. 

W hen the prisoners v.ere tun ed out 
in the niorniu;,', Dailey was niissed ai 
his escape discovered. No one could I 
found to follow his trail, but at about 



BETWEEN THE DLUFFS. 

At 4 o'clock in the afternoon this was 
the situ.ation of iillairs on the sterile plain 
.south of Fort Cliadbonrne, Tex. : There 
were Ki army wagons loadeil with-su])- 
plies for the foib. The cavaliy escort 
nuinbored only ;i8 men. Counting the 
teamsters, we had 54. The, Indians -had 
closed in on both sides and in the rear, 
and no one estiinated their innnlier at lesa 
tli.an o.jO, all luiiunted. Tlieie was this 
in our favor- onl}' a few hud r.tk a. -Vt 
least L'OO were armed with lanci s, and so 
long as wo could hold them olf wiili onr 
eai bines we need not fear thoni. Our 
route wa< a narrow v.alley blull'od on r.ach 
side, anil theao bluH'a wore impassible f r 
horses, liore and there the valley spread 
out untjl it was half a mile wide, and 
ai;ain it contraced until only tw.) wagons 
could move abreast. Our safety was to 
keep mo> int; and count on the rear guard 
to liglit. them ha, k. 

Th.it v.dley was tlree miles long 
NVheii we had debouched on bho [ilain be- 
yonil, the Indians would charge us. We 
ligiired our ebanco as oiiu in five. Tho 
te. mist era might or iniglib not light. They 
were all .Mexicans, and thityniight even 
be suspecicd of being the allies of the 
redskins. '1 liiity eiolit men, a do/.eii of 
whom were just onf of luispital and in 
jioor Bhii|)e fur a lijht, seemed ;r in> re 
nothing compared to tho masses of horso- 
mou closing in. The last half mile of 
this route was not over 20 feet wide from 
blnir to bliilf. When we struck that spot, 
the wagi.ns were sent on ahead. From 
the rearni' sb one wo took 10 large per- 
cussion shells iles'ined for the cannon at 
the fort. These shells were rapidly idled 
with powder, bullets and shot, the primers 
inserted, and while a dozen men held the 
Indians at bay we dug li les in tho ground 
and set each shell on end with its cap ju^-t 
level with the roadbed. We jilantiHl two 
small kegs of powder as well, and over 
tho gravel wo scattered tho contents ot a 
third. 

When all was ready, the rear guard 
was called in, and we re'roated for about 
.'10 rods. We only made a pretense of 
lighting now, aa our objetbt was to let 
tlio wagons get a long start up the main 
valley. At the end of a quarter of an 
hour the Indititi lancers formed for a 
charge up tlie narrow waj', and we re- 
treated ill seeming confusion to draw 
them on. Tho lancers formed in ranks 
of six or seven front and running back 
f.irthor than we could see. At a given 
signal this great mass set up a yell and 
charged. Tho first 12 or 14 safely passed 
the ah Ha. 'I'hen ciiiie a seriea of explo- 
siiiiis which made the earth heave and 
shot a great black cloud half a iiiilo high 
into the sky. It rolled down upon us ai d. 
enveloped us for a tiino in midnight dark- 
nos.«, and with it was an odor to nauseate 
every man. VVe heard shrieks of pain 
and yells of terror, and now and then 
that straego sound uttered by a wounded 
lioiae. A dozen of na kept tirini; i to the 
cloud, but aft r live or six ininutea it 
thinned lUit, ,aiid we s'uod and loaned en 
our cai bines and wero almost ati'righti-d 
at the spectacle. Tho narrow way for 
iiiaiiy rods was literally chokei with the 
dead and dying. Fragments of men and 
h rses had faden all aiioub us. 

No man cared to l,'o nearer. It would 
have been s.afe, for the Indiiiia who es- 
caped disaster were gal oping away in a 
state of .abject terriir, but the spectacle 
would have booo in one's dreams forever 
after. Wo hurried on out of tho narrow 
valley, overtook tho fast moving wagons 
and the jiale faced 'eanisters, and thence 
to the fort the sli.ir|ie-t eye could tint do; 
tect the [iiesence of an Indian .anywhere 
on the »hle swi-ep of ])laiii. So called 
huinanitariaiis called it a cruel, cold 
blooded aluughtor. -Vrmy records refer- 
red to it as a merciful salvation of a troop 
and train. M. Ql'ao.

Tho question of providing a nioro adcijuato 
and aalisfuotory telegraph service for Vic- 
toria, was taken up yesterday moruing by 
the council of the B. C. Board of Trade, 
with the general manager of the Canadian 
Pdoiflo Telegraph company, Mr. Charles R, 
Hoamer, and tho superintendent of the 
Pacific division, Mr. J. Wilson. The meet- 
ing waa held ia tho Hoard of Trade rooms, 
the President, Mr. T. B. Hall, in the chair, 
the other men-bets present being, Mvsars. 
Thos. Earle, M.P,, U, F. Heistermau, J. U. 
Podil, A. C. Fiumerfeir, W. H. Ellis, Hon. 
D. W. Higging, C. E Benouf and Aid. A. 
L Itelyea. 

Mr. Hall opened the discussion by ex- 
piessiog the pleasure of the Board at the 
opportunity ot metfting Mr. Hosmer, to lay 
befoie him what Viatuiia business men con- 
sidered to be a j^rievance. Speaking for 
himself and for others, he really thought 
that in the matter of u telegraph aei vice, 
Victoria was not placed in so advantageous 
a position as bhe ought to be, fur it seemed, 
some way or other, that whether it was a 
rain storm or a wind storm, or 
swaim of grasshoppers, tho unfor- 
tunate wires alwaya went down. (Laughter.) 
'111! result Wiia that Victoria waa occaaion- 
ally lelt for Iniur.s and duya without lelu- 
grapliic communicat inn with the ouianle 
woild, and the Boanl of Trad- f It that in- 
asinucli as the C I' R. bad a coiiiplele and 
undisputed mnnopoly hero, they ought, as a 
matter of ju-tlco to their customers, to give 
a service ii|Uil at least to what other cities 
were getting, (Hear, bear.) Another 
cause ol complaint was that it look a great 
length of lime often to have inessagvH de- 
livered, and frii|uenllv great inconvenience 
aud lota risnlti d. 

Mr. Hosmer — That ia a local matter, 
which ought to bo remedied, aud which 
must be ieinedi"d. 

Mr, Hall cnntiniied that ho did not wish 
to aay a word against tho nianagoinent of 
the local diiije, or of any other part of tho 
company's buainess, but it did seem to him, 
if iiif innation ho liad received waa correct, 
that ii. waa a strange tiling that niessagca 
ahmild be hehl at Vancouver until there wua 
a batch of them, beforo bi-ing forivaiil-d, 
and then ho was told they wore received 
here by what was known aa a " hum " 
operator, although he himself did not know 
exactly what that exprt-siion meant. Ho 
presumed, however, it meant an operator 
who WHS not quite up to his business. 

Mr. Hosmer asked for some definite state- 
ment. He said it was difficult, if not im- 
pn-sible to deal with snob a general com- 
plaint. For instance, if he came to Vic- 
toria and said he did not believe it was a 
healthy city beoause the sewers stunk. 

.Mr. Hall — We would believe you. 
( Laughter). 

Mr. Hosmer, continuing, said ho received 
ri yular reports from each of the repeating 
otiias huch aa Wimiipeg, Vancouver, etc., 
atio'.ving the nninher of delated im.-ss.igca 
e.ich day, and in c ise any nie.ssuL'i! was de 
l'i^'t;il beyond a certain leiiglli of tinit', it 
was necc-saiy that an ex plan, it ion he made 
to him. Jl.iving had t In ae rirpoi ta in his 
pnase^wioii he could b-y it was not c trrect 
tOat nn-Haages were delayed in Vancouver, 
aa waa au i;t;eai ed. Ah regarded the wirta 
b-iny doan, Victoria waa not in any worse 
position than any other ci'y. For example, 
\i>^: winter duiinu' th- heavy storms in the 
eaa', the win s from .M mtreal to N'ew Vol k 
were do-.vn for two whole (hiys, and the 
same way with i i legru phic coininuiiii-atiou 
betivi.-en Xi;w \'ni k and Cliicigo, so that if 
the line to Victoria waa out if order, 
\'ictuiia was not any wori-e oil than waa 
.Montreal, It waa to toe intereata of the 
ompiny to keep their wirea working and 
that «aa w hat they wished to do, Ic must 
be renteinb^-rid that Montreal wua a long 
distance away from h' re, .'! 000 milea, and 
that was a long stretch of wire to be kept 
up. Another thini;, too, was that thu time 
was against Victoria, and he himself found it 
hard to lealize that « hen he gotup for hreak- 
fas' in Victoria to day ihe banks in Montreal 
IS ere closed. In regard to delays, ho would 
he glad to have spruifio information which 
would enable him to trace a cornplaint up, 
Mr. Todd thought that Victoria should 
have an olternative route. 

Mr. Ho-iner related tho oircumHtancoB 
connected with tho takini; over hy his com- 
pany of the Dominion Government lino from 
N'lctoilato Uui gi ::! .sa, ami llu- i reat dis- 
upiiointineni it waa to them tolindili.il that 
cabh , inateud of having a life of twenty lo 
tiveniy-live years, as it should have had, 
waa gijod for only a year or tiso, and had to 
be abandiiued in a short time. His com- 
pany however had b-:en contemplating a

During the months of May, 
June and July wo usually have more than 
our share of wind, and wny provision cm- 
not be made in ample time, so that we may 
avoid the intolerable nuisance of dust hy 
having our streets carefully sprinkled, la 
absurd; and a Council that cannot get into 
tjuick opeiation oo simple a matter as 
aprinkling the streets, should step down 
aud out.

Can one seo the World's fair in one <\ny? 
Well, he can ecu a great cU'al of it, much 
more than one would think. In truth, a 
very good general view can betaken iu a 
day, includinK llio evening, thuugli of 
course there are nianj' buililin}{s the details 
of each of which would occupy many days. 
Hero i.s the itinerary for one day: 

Fir.st, it is to he a In-iglit and plc^i^autly 
•svarm Mayday, and so I lie first visit should 
by all nie.ins be made by water. We will 
start at the \'an ISuren street ilock. The 
World's l'"uir Steanishi]) conii)any, which 
owns tiK! dock, has four big boats runiiing 
■ betu-een Van liuren street and tlio World's 
fair grounds— ve.sst-ls amply able to carry 
in.OOO passi-ugeis every hour, and if a crush 
coincstheconipany operates enough smaller 
craft lo dull 1 lie this eap.-ieity, not to mention 
the nmnber of [leople the independent lines 
will Ciirry. 

We are taking the best possible method 
of seeing the buildings of the "White City." 
Not only can the very best view of the fair 
iu its entirety bo had from the water— thnt 
is, from out here on the lake— but every 
onoof the most important buildings is to 
bo seen to best advantage either from the 
lake or from the canals and ponds inside 
the gronnds. Prom the water, too, every 
one of the larger uiid more important build-

ings i.s immediately accessible. The whole 
fair was built with these ends in view, and 
the plans have been luagniliceutly carried 
out. That's why we are going by water to 
get our first view of the exposition. 

Many will debark at the North pier, but 
let us go down to t he farther pier and be- 
gin at Alpha— that is, the great peristyle 
representiug Alpha. Pleasure boats and 
yachts can land as well as steamers. On 
the south side of the pier as we land you 
can see the government's model battleship. 
Once ashore, we'll take a round on the 
movable sidewalk. It's nearly half a mile 
long, and wo can get a magniliccnt view of 
the fair buildings mul Lake iMicbignn n.s 
well from it. Now, if only this plan could 
be worked in cities, what a lot of shoe 
leather wo might stive! 

Out there is the anchorage for big vcsscl.s. 
Closer io the pleasure yachts and smaller

canal now and take a good look at it, liroad- 
side. Yes, it is a pretty good sized build- 
ing—something very close to a third of a 
mile long.

Up here, past the Manufactures, is the 
Government building, which occupies 3.;J 
acres. We are passing up the lagoon nt^w, 
between the wooded island nml the east 
shore. We must take a walk about that 
island before we are through— now through 
this inlet at the right, leading out to the 
Itike. Hereon our left is the Fisheries build- 
ing. It, with its two annexes spreading 
out on each side of it like a pair of wings, 
occupies nearly 100,000 feet of ground sp.-ice. 

Beyond thi<, nn t!ie left, right , and before 
us, are the lire and gu.iid st;itioii, the life 
saving st.itiou, liie i.iaiiiliake, tin' light- 
hou.'-e e\hil!il, wc.-itlier Imi i an sl;il ion, and 
so on. t)ii the lell are soiiii' of tlio fureigii 

buildings, among tlu iii tlio-e of (I rent lliil- 
ain, llnssia, France, (lermany and J^wedeii. 

Now wu will turn round and paddlo up 
into North pond. Wo repass the Fisheries 
building ami find ourselve.'* iu the lagoon 
again, and out of this into the inlet loading 
to the pond. Skirting along the shore, we 
pass the buildings of some of the South 
American republics and flndourselves be- 
fore the great Art galleries. West of the 
pond are a iiunil)i r of state buildings, those 
of Ohio, InliaiKi, and Wisconsin in thefore- 
grouud. .Ample pnivision has' been ma<le 
for the fine lU-ts e.xliibit, nearly six .'icn's In'- 
ing devoted to the gallery ami iiiim xc-;. 

Here we are before t he 1 1 liiKus luiildiiig, 
the largest si, 'It e building of thi'iiinll. it 
is a siilendid si nictnri', \s ith a LcidUiid area 
of over three acres and a heiu'hl. of 'Jiil feet. 
Afteragnnd look at lUiieiis' L.-re,-it build, 
ing we lind our Nvay back into the lagoon, 
hugging the nortli and west shores.

themselves tip to those anchored buoys you 
see out there. At night tlie 1juii\ s will be 
illumined by el.'etric lights. There is an 
anchorage also for visit ing yachts and the 
like up at Van l;ureu street pii r. 

First to bo glanced through aro the 
Casino and Music ludl. The next tiling is 
to try a boat— a gondola, of course, for the 
novelty of the thing. This is the main 
landing for the pleasnru craft in the 
grounds on the south si<le of the basin, just 
north of the Agricultural liuilding. The 
•electric and steam launches have to make 
regular round trips, once every hour, cov- 
ering the 8-milo course. There aro so 
many of thenj — 40 electric and 34 steam 
launche."— that they have to be kept mov- 
ing with honie regularity, excepting, of 
course, the steam launches in their after- 
noon and evening trip.s out into the lake.

STUEET LiaHTING. 

To TUB Editob :— Oo the lat ptox. oiti 
zons will he uatled upon to vote on a by-law 
to raise. 970,000 for street lighting, lud it 

may not be out of place or season — with 

your permission — to oiler some e.^planation 
as to what it ia proposed to aecomplish with 
the money. All are agreed, I take it, that 
the lighting shnuld bo improved — that the 
streets ahouid be better lighted and tho sys- 
tem extended. Many believe that nothing 
is more conducive to a city's best inturesta 
then well, even brii'liantly iigbteJ streets, 
while (luite a few havo their own Wt/^va aa to 
how this ■ should bo accomplished. Kflw, 
the Council ptirpoae, as I understand it, 
giviug hghb to all parts of the city in pro- 
portion aa it ia required— and which, with 
economical engiuea, etc., will not cost eo 
very much more to maintaiu than does the 
present inadequc^te and incooiplete pl»o( — 
and at tho Sabte time time aapply liKhli to 
their own ofGees, etc., now costing Uji- 
iw|;rla of $2.00() for other illnmioaiite. 

It is proposed to acquire a water-front 
location— havibg lli view fuel fucilities— for 
a new, Commodious, and permanent power 
Station, to be equipped wiih a tubatantial 
buildiup, and lurp;e engines and boilers of 
modern, fuel saving,' design, hav- 
ing a capacity of 500 horse-power, 
SuHieienL lur tliu preacnl, and needs of the 
near future. It ia proposed, ulso, to aeiiviire 
ISO udciitioiKil arc lanips, making in all L'S,') 
About one-half of these to be used in en nj 
night lighting of the iuaide, or central zanc, 
being 1 hat portion lying between .laincfi 
Hay and Rock Bay, and extending easterly 
beyond the thickly settled district, wherein 
will be placed a lamp at each street inter- 
seotioa and at the entninco to each alley- 
way. The remainder to be uaod on the 
outer suburban zone, where they can he 
most effective, and which will be alight only 
when there is darkness. 

Then it ia the intention to acrjuiro and 
maintain an incandescent plant of eufllcieiit 
capacity to supply the corporatiou'a need 
for light inside their ofBcea, jails, police 
bArr&oks, fire halls, market, clock tower, 
Old Men's Home, hospital and elsewhere, 
wherever the city's interest may supply a 
need. This latter will at OBCO oheok an ex- 
penditure for other illuminanta of about 
32,000 por annum, and increasing yeorly, 
cijUttl to -l.l per cent on J-14,000 00, besidea 
giving light facilities to other pointa not 
now covered. It is proposed to place the 
lamps in the central zone, aa fixtures, on 
the top of neat wood or iron pillars, which 
will miuimi/.e tho chances of interruption to 
circuit from swinging wires and give a 
steady, pleasant light upon tho streets.
